After paying 
the lulKirvr and the excuse of pow- 
der, oil, etc., the miner has olmut 
J2.H0 left for himself. Ten per cent, 
advance elves the miner tl cents ex- 
tra per day. The laborer want* his 
ten per cent-, or IS cents, and as a 
ennsenuenoe the miner must be con- 
tent with tfl cents, or seven per cent. 
But in many instances a miner has 
two laborers. This means that M 
cents mu«t come out of his A3 cents, 
and the miner finds himself enjoying

Seventy-Klve Hnndred I'onnds of 
I>> naml te Lata B a^f W S Hundred

Daluth, Minn., Oct. I, — A special 
from Kveleth, Minn., Sunday nieht 
reports one of the largest explosions 
ever occurring in the state.

Wherever in those islands an army 
post has been established for any 
length of time the neighboring popula- 
tions have taken to heart the attitude of 
our men toward them, and have been 
swift to show their gratitude. 

Look at our country. Has the 
American Indian ever had any 
friend than the soldier of Uncle Sam? 
Times innumerable the army OfflOST 



has stepped in to save the red man from 
the rapacity of the civilian, and If In 
the hearts of our Indians there has ever 
grown up a feeling of loyalty and grati- 
tude to the United States, that feeling 
has been planted there by the American 
soldier, once ' 



"The cry has been persistently spread 
in the Philippine*— through what 
agency I do not know, and do not care 
to know-that with the defeat of the 
present Administration Agulnaldo be- 
comes in a moment the uncrowned king 
of the islands, as rapidly as tbe presto 
change of the magician. Now, the 
great majority of the people of those 
Islands look upon Agulnaldo and his 
party as enemies. The cry only serves 
to give them the thought of what will 
happen if American protection of their 
homes and lives is withdrawn. There 
are thousands of them today willing to 
be formed into Companies and Regi- 
ments to render effective service in 
killing off this guerrilla warfare, for i 
is nothing else, and to aid in brlnglni 
peace and prosperity, under American 
rule, to their native land. 

"Some people ask, 'Why has the \ 
not been brought to a close before th 
1 answer that the war has been brought 
to a close. In a country like Luzon, 
however, a small system of guerrilla 
warfare may be prosecuted for a 
with success against the greatest army 
in the world. I say 'for a time,' foi 
every day the opposition grows more 
and more feeble. I have no doubt thai 
in a little while, as soon as our Govern- 
ment can perfect the organization of a 
nativo system of policing the country, 
the bands of Aguinaldo's followers 
will be rapidly dissolved. 

"I do not mean by this that they wil 
ho killed. But, with the assuranco ol 
the re-election of President MeKinley 

the determination of the Amerl. 
people that the Flag which now Ho 
over the Philippines shall be respec 
there as It Is here, I say that the u 
now in revolt against our authority v 
lay down their arms. 

"The vast majority of the people 
beginning to realize what American 
rule means. Once they were suspicious 
of us, naturally enough, for the Span- 
ards had lied to them for centuries. 
Rut they now know that the word of an 
American officer and of the American 
President, from whose authority that 
word llrst comes, is as good as his
